all billboard advertising in rural districts of Penn­ 
sylvania, the Associated Clubs of Pennsylvania for 
Roadside Development reports after a campaign 
of letters to billboard advertisers. The Associa­ 
tion claims that 800,000 women members 
are 
campaigning to restore roadsides to their natural 
beauty and states it plans to eliminate billboards 
and roadside junkyards have been endorsed by 
the State Federation of Pennslvania Women and 
the State Planning Board.

Tax Assessment 
Laws Explained 


California is one of 15 states 
w here the county assessor is u n ­ 
der no obligation to notify the 
individual taxpayer of the y ear’s 
assessment. 
This is responsible 
for a considerable item of econ­ 
omy in county governm ent, it is 
pointed out by C ounty Assessor 
George V. Claytor. 
Twelve states require assessors 
to notify each taxpayer of the 
individual assessm ent, w hile tax ­ 
payers of four o th er states are 
notified if their property assess­ 
ment is greater than that for the 
previous year. 
In eight states the taxpayer is 
notified 
if 
the 
assessm ent 
is 
greater than that declared by the 
property owner, w hile in 
nine 
states the only required notice of 
assessment is public 
announce­ 
ment that the rolls are open for 
inspection. 
Claytor declares th at his field 
deputies notify the ow ner v erb ­ 
ally of the am ount of assessm ent 
immediately after inspection 
of 
the premises. When requests are 
received, the office extends the 
information, while th e rolls are 
always open for exam ination.

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The Public's Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


Acute anterior poliomyelitis, 
more commonly known as polio, 
or infantile paralysis, has th e 
unenviable distinction of creating 
more fear and panic and of caus­ 
is « the spreading of more rumors 
V fiong the people than any other 
communicable disease. 
Just recently, the newspapers 
told of definite increases in the 
number of such cases in different 
parts of the country, and around 
Southern California. As people 
hereabouts read this news, t h e y 
naturally b e c o m e concerned. 
Many persons have called upon 
the health department for more 
information and requests for ad­ 
vice come in every day. They 
want to know how many cases 
we’ve had. and what symptoms 
to look for in detecting an early 
infection with polio. 
Infantile paralysis is a sys­ 
tematic illness which begins sud- 
rf&jily. The earliest symptoms 
vOR very variable, and may imi­ 
tate the onset of almost any other 
acute infection attacking children 
and adolescents. This statement 
can be readily understood when 
we stop to ponder over the fig­ 
ures obtained from a very large 
hospital, which reported on the 
epidemic of 1934. At that time, 
physicians and health authorities 
got together very quickly and 
mapped out a plan of action to 
combat this disease. It was de­ 
cided, first of all to keep the pub­ 
lic informed at all times, give 
them educational and factual ma­ 
terial, and stress early examina­ 
tion by a doctor of all suspects. 
The plan worked very well, 
here in Southern California. As 
a result, most of the cases were 
caught early and given prompt 
attention. At the same time, to 
illustrate how early polio c a n 
be confused with other illnesses, 
it was found that 55 other med­ 
ical conditions were suspected of 
being infantile paralysis. 
Because of the fact that polio 
can imitate other illnesses, it is 
very important that good medical 
advice be secured early. Espe­ 
cially is this true during periods 
of increased prevalence, such as 
we have now.

At a meeting of the board of 
directors of the Riverside County

Construction costing $194,985 will 
provide quarters for an addition­ 
al personnel of 2000 at the field 
by June, 1940. 
Ground was broken last week 
for 29 wooden barracks, seven 
new dining halls and seven rec­ 
reation halls. Supervising the 
launching of the vast project was 
Col. Carlyle H. Wash of the U. 
S. Army air corps, acting com­ 
manding officer at March Field, 
and Maj. Joseph H. Burgheim, 
construction quartermaster. Col. 
Rush B. Lincoln, commander of 
the field, is on a 10-day trip to 
Northern California in connection 
with an army training problem. 
The increased personnel, mak­ 
ing necessary the additional faci­ 
lities is provided under the new 
air corps expansion program. 
The contract for the job was 
awarded by the War Department 
to the Escherich Brothers of I .os 
Angeles. 
Designed to house 63 men 
apiece, each of the barracks will 
have a combination heating and 
ventilating system to insure com­ 
fort in all seasons of the year. 
The dining halls will be sup­ 
plied with the latest type of 
cooking equipment, it was stal­ 
ed officially at the field. The rec­ 
reation halls will be furnished 
with 
radios, pool tables, and 
many library facilities. 
"Every comfort for the enlist­ 
ed men has been considered, and 
nothing has been overlooked in 
the attempt to make them feel 
at home,” it was declared. 
The new housing facilities will 
be in three groups. One will be 
on the present parade grounds in 
front of the headquarters build­ 
ing and the others will be ad­ 
jacent to the present north and 
south barracks.

V ° X O N 
HISTORICAL associations, Identity of Interests and 
common aspirations serve to create and foster a 
spirit of international am ity between the Western States 
and Canada’s Pacific Province, British Columbia. Many 
thousands of Americans visit this scenic section of the 
Dominion annually and almost everywhere along the 
highways they find evidence of the happy fashion In 
which events have shaped themselves to draw the two 
nations close together. In the sketch map (left), a few 
examples are indicated. Between Blaine and Douglas, 
the international gateways north of Seattle, stands the 
Peace Arch, a structure which the pennies and nickels 
of school children caused to be built in commemoration 
of the long years of unbroken friendship between the 
two countries. At Quesnel on the Cariboo Trail a tablet 
records a high adventure in communication. A fter the 
failure of the Atlantic Cable in 1858, an attem pt waB 
made to connect America and Europe by tele­ 
graph across the Bering Straits and Asia but the 
successful laying of the Atlantic Cable in 18CS, 
ended the overland route at Quesnel to which 
point wires had been strung from the border. 
At Prince George, a cairn recalls the epochal 
Journey cf Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
across the mountains to the Pacific 
Ocean in 1793. twelve years prior 
to the equally famous trip of Lewis 
and Clark through the Rockies to 
Oregon. Had Mackenzie's record of 
his trip been less complete it is 
possible that the feat of Lewis and 
Clark would have resulted in the 
whole cf the Eriiish Columbia corst 
becoming a part of the United 
States. Prince George also was the 
scene of many of the activities cf 
John Ogdon, the trapper, after 
whom the city of Ogden, Utah, is 
named. It Í3 the gateway to one of 
the best hunting and game fishing 
areas of Canada and to Hazelton 
and the Skeena River districts 
which are famous for their Indian 
totem poles. The making of these 
poles is a lost art among the Indians 
today and the Canadian Govern­ 
ment has taken vigorous steps to 
protect and preserve the fine speci­ 
mens that are to be fpund In tuis 
part of British Columbia, particu­ 
larly at Kltwanga near Hazel ton.

Marriage; Law Sept. 19 


Couples expecting to m a r r y 
a fte r Septem ber 18 can now sta rt 
having 
physical 
ex am in atio n s 
an d blood tests u n d e r th e 
p re ­ 
m arital law, Dr. W. M. Dickie, 
state h ealth director, announces. 
The law goes into effect S ep­ 
tem ber 19. 
It requires th a t 
a 
physician's certificate for 
b o t h 
persons intending to m arry 
be 
filed w ith the county clerk b e­ 
fore a m arriage license is issued. 
Exam ination and blood tests for 
syphilis m ust be m ade w ithin 30 
days before the day a license is 
issued. 
The physician's certificate w ill 
state th a t the person is not in ­ 
fected w ith syphilis, or if infect­ 
ed, is not in a stage of th e d is­ 
ease w hich is, o r m ay becom e, 
com m unicable 
to 
th e 
m arital 
partner. 
C ertificates C an Be Issued 
“T his m eans th a t 
certificates 
can be issued, in certain cases, 
to people who have syphilis. 
In 
those cases th ere w ould be 
no 
d a n g er of com m unicating th e dis­ 
ease to th e persons they m arry,' 
D r. D ickie said. 
“Persons who are born 
w ith 
syphilis, those w ho have had th e 
disease for m any years, and those 
w ho 
h av e 
received 
sufficient 
tre a tm e n t m ay be p erm itted
